A small,  brilliant  light  appeared  to 
leave  the  bottom  of  the  larger  object  and  descend  into  the  water,  whore 
it  was  no  longer  visible.  The  larger  object  then  appeared  to  descend 
and  hover  over  the  spot  where  the  smaller  object  had  entered  the  water.
